Laymon and Burk- 
holder appeared before Mayor Baird 
in the afternoon and agreed to re- 
turn at 9 o'clock Monday morning 
with surety. 
Laymon's bond was 


fired at $300 and Burkholder's at 
$100. 


The mother of the Laymon child 


died at the time of its birth.

parents, the Strattons, say they had 
a written agreement with its father 
to the effect tliat they were to rear 
and care for the child.

8,380,000,000 Nickels Spent 


Annually In America, 


New York.—Chairman Frank A. Tlcb- 


enor of the first international exhibi- 
tion of the moving picture arts has 
completed tabulating moving picture 
statistics, which show that 6,380,000.- 
000 nickels are paid yearly by 3,600,- 
000,000 persons who love the "movie" 
shows. 


The figures, which are the first offi- 


cial ones ever prepared in this country, 
are expected to create considerable in- 
terest not alone among moving picture 
men, but the public at large. The fig- 
ures show that $319,000,000 was re- 
ceived in quarters, dimes and nickels, 
that .580,000,000 is invested in the in- 
dustry, that more than 200,000 persons 
are employed and that 10,000,000 feet 
of picture films are produced weekly. 


The statistics show a decrease in sa- 


loon licenses in some of the smaller 
cities, which is attributed to the wage 
earners' money going to the "movies" 
instead of "the poor man's club." The 
statistics will be illustrated by a mov- 
ing picture called "The Shrinking Demi- 
john," in which a monster demijohn 
is made by means of trick photography 
to decrease in size, while nt the same 
time a moving picture theater grows 
from a toy sl/.e to normal porportions.

Washington, July • 21-—Asserting 


hat a "foreign lobby" had influenc- 
ed the Democrats in the framing of 
the Underwood-Simmons, tariff, Sen- 
ator Smoot, Republican member of 
the finance committee today deliver- 
ed a vigorous attack on the meas- 
ure. 
He 'painted a picture of mills 
shut down, 
workmen unemployed, 
nvestors ruined and an era of gen- 
eral financial and 
industrial 
de- 
pression as the result of the leveling 
>f tariff walls. 
European nations, 
declared, were not so much to be 


feared as competitors 
as are the 
nations of the Orient. 


"There has been a lobby here in 


>ehalf of foreign 
manufacturers," 


he charged, "such as was never be- 
'ore witnessed In history of' the na- 
;ion, 
and they have got even more 
than they have asked for. The Ital- 
an chamber of commerce of New 
York asked for certain 
reductions 


and the Democrats in nearly every 
case have given 
them 
more than 
they asked." 


The senator assailed the increase 
n the free list, especially with ref- 
erence to sugar, wool, pis iron and 
.extiles. He charged that the sugar 
ndustry of Hawaii and Porto Rico 
would be ruined with 
consequent 


tenefits to 
the 
so-called 
"sugar 
trust" and that 
China, 
with its 


great steel 
plants, would capture 


the steel business of the 
western 
hemisphere.

Walker law, he added, the average 
rate of duty 
on all imports

'23.16, while under the proposed the 
new law the rate would be merely 
a trifle over eighteen per cent. 


"All the world knows how this 
country suffered as a result of the 
Wfilson tariff law in 1896," he con- 
tinued, "but the average 
rate of 
duty now is over two per cent, low- 
er than was the case under the last 
Democratic tariff when the business

The arrival of the first steamship 


of the Cunard Line, 
the 
Britannia, 


was 
publicly 
celebrated in 
Boston 


seventy-three years ago 
today, July 


21, 1840. 
The Britannia was a wood- 


en side-wheeler, and made her maiden 
voyage across the Atlantic, from Liv- 
erpool to Boston in tourteen days and 
four hours, ror a time the Cunard- 
ers made Halifax and 
Boston their 


American ports, but later New York 
was made the principal terminus of 
the line. Sir Samuel Cunard, founder 
of the line, was a native of 
Halifax, 


N. S., and 
built the 
Britannia and 


three similar vessels to carry out a 
contract with the British government 
for transporting the 
mails 
between 


England and America.

the 


company uegan to 
substitute 
iron 


screw vessels for the 
wooden 
craft 


vith paddle-wheels In use up to that 
ime. 
The record passage of the At- 


lantic is now held by the Britannia's

One of the many strange sights on 


the plains of southern Africa is a par- 
ty of waltzing ostriches. Their queer 
antics have been,described thus: 


"When there are a number of them 


they -will start off. in the morning and 
nfte» running a few hundred yards -will 
stop and with raised wings -will whirl 
rapidly round till, they are stupefied or 
perhaps break a leg. The males pose 
also before flghtiBg and to make their 
court. 
They kneel on their ankles, 


opening their winss and balancing 
themselves alternately forward nnd 
backward or to oiie side or the other, 
•while the neck is. 'stretched on a level 
with the back auJ the head strikes the 
sides, now on the ri£lit. now on the 
left, while the feathers are bristling. 
The birds appear at this time so ab- 
sorbed in their occupation as to forget 
all that is coin? on around them and 
can be approached and caught. The 
male alone utters a cry, which sounds 
much like an effort to speak -with the 
mouth shut tight."

Audible Light. 


The optophone is an 
instrument 


which makes lit'ht audible. It ft? based 
on the -well known property possessed 
by selenium of changing its resistance 
•when illuminated. A sensitive indica- 
tor can be made to move by merely 
holding a lighted match over a seleni- 
um cell to which is attached an electric 
battery. This movement is in the opto- 
phone attached to a telephone arrange-1 
ment and so made audible. 
By this 


means, though the blind cannot actu- 
ally see, they are able to locate light by 
the sound. A striking experiment with 
the optophone is to point the camera- 
like box to a window and adjust to 
"silence." Then if the hand is passed 
across the OIHMI end Its passage is indi- 
cated by a rapping sound. 
If the in- 


strument is adjusted for darkness light 
produces a sound varying with its in- 
tensity. 
Moonlight can be distinctly 


heard, while sunlight makes a roaring 
sound.

Mongolian L«m*«. 


Every third man in Mongolia Is a 


lama. Some live In tents with and on 
their relatives, while others live in the 
temples. The temple lamas are of the 
lower type. They are coarse and filthy 
and much inferior both morally and 
physically to the tent lamas. They are 
not unlike those sometimes seen by 
travelers In the Lama temple at Pek- 
ing, China. The lamas living in tents 
nmong the people are of a better class 
and are much respected and looked up 
to all over Mongolia. 
Sume. which 


consists of the two temples and their 
outbuildings, forms one of the largest 
and most important lamaseries in outer 
Mongolia. There are about 2,000 lamas 
living here, some quite young, as Sume 
is an important theological school 
This 


lamasery or monastery is a town in it- 
self and very Interesting. Lamas may 
be seen here of all ages and degrees. 
On the tops and corners of the temples 
•re prayer wheels covered -with gold 
leaf. These contain long prayers writ- 
ten on rolls of script, and the wheels 
re\ oive In the wind.

We report his address, from the 
text, "Woe unto you that are rich! for 
ye have received your consolation. * * • 
And He lifted up Ills eyes oil His dis- 
ciples, and said. Blessed be ye poor; 
for yours is the Kingdom of God."— 
Luke 0:24, 20. 


Think not. my dear brethren, said the 


Pastor, that my address Is intended to 
stir up class animosity. The tribula- 
tions and disappointments of life come, 
not through heeding the Divine Mes- 
sage, but through neglecting It. Al- 
though not rich myself, I can sympa- 
thize with the rich In their position, as 
•well as with the poor in theirs. God, 
Himself very rich, is able to sympa- 
thize with both the poor and the rich; 
so is the Savior, who, being rich, for 
our sates became poor, that we 
through His poverty might become 
rich in the truest sense of that word. 


Some of God's faithful servants in 


the past were very rich—Abraham, for 
Instance. Nevertheless, the Lord fore- 
warned us that not many, rich, great, 
learned, or mighty would receive the 
highest blessing promised during this 
Age. On the contrary, recipients of 
the greatest favor will be chiefly the 
poor of this world, rich in faith. These 
Will be heirs of the Kingdom. 


The Master evidently intended to in- 


clude riches of every kind—learning. 
Influence, honor of men," etc., as well 
as financial wealth. This view broad- 
ens the text to signify that all who 
now possess great privileges and bless- 
ings above the average of mankind 
will, by these blessings, be more or 
less hindered from obtaining the best 
things of God's favor, and more or less 
subject to woes. 


We are not to take the views of the 


darker days, and to suppose that the 
Master meant that the rich at death 
would be thrown into everlasting tor- 
ture. The woes of the Bible, on the 
contrary, apply to the present life. 
The rich, the influential, the learned, 
the great, addressed by the Master in 
the words of our text, were living in 
the close of the Jewish Age, but re- 
alized it not. And we might have no 
occasion whatever to apply our text to- 
day, but might consider it as already 
fulfilled in the past, except for the fact 
that the Jewish nation and its expe- 
riences at that time typified the Gos- 
pel Church and the experiences of 
Christendom in our day. 
Wrath to the Uttermost Upon the 


Jew*. 


St. Paul, referring to the same woes 


which Jesus predicted, but living near 
the close of the Jewish Age. when the 
woes were being poured out. declared. 
Wrath hns como upon this people to 
the uttermost—thnt all things written 
In the Law nnd the Prophets concern- 
Ing them should be fulfilled. 
(1 Thes- 


ealonians 2:16.) If all the woes pur- 
posed of God upon the Israelites in the 
conclusion of their Age were fulfilled, 


That woes and tribulations are asso- 


Siated with the present life for both 
Che rich and the poor is undebatable. 
411 acknowledge these woes. But the 
most terrible forebodings are associated 
frith Imaginary woea of the future life 
—quite contrary to the Scripture teach- 
ings. 
If we must speak of tribula- 


tions in the present life. In order to be 
faithful to our commission, we are 
glad to be able to set aside and nullify 
the nightmare of the Dark Ages re- 
specting eternal torment for any. 


The Jews, whom Jesus addressed. 


He declared "knew not the time of 
their visitation." 
They realised not 


that they were living in the end of 
their Age, and that a great settlement 
of matters was about to take place. 
Similarly, we are now living In the end 
of this Gospel Age—another great set- 
tlement day In the Divine arrange- 
ment. 
The Intellectually, politically, 


socially and financially rich at that 
time, addressed by our Lord, were very 
•elf-satisfied, 
very prosperous, and 


looked for the Messianic Kingdom in 
an opposite direction from that which 
Jesus taught. So today, the intellec- 
tual and the rich In various ways are 
55/lffled fls never before, and merelv 
wishing that nothing might outturn 
their wonderful progress for the future, 
and these are looking for their bless- 
ings and prosperity in a direction the 
reverse of that indicated by the Word 
of God. 


Jesus prophetically foreknew and 


foretold the crisis of the Jewish nation. 
His Message gathered out of that na- 
tion the "Israelites Indeed, in whom 
was m guile." Then the nation was 
given over to itself. The Divine Hand 
which had guided It safely in the past 
let go the rudder; and human passion 
accomplished the wreck in the anarchy 
which overthrew the nation in A. D. 
70. Similarly, we may understand that 
now has come the Harvest of this 
Gospel Age; that now God is gathering 
His Elect; and thatxas soon as this 
work shall have been accomplished, the 
Almighty's Hand which has held in 
check the powers of human passion un- 
til now, will release its hold. 


Then mankind, left to themselves, 


will wreck their present civilization. 
As the rich of Jesus' day suffered most 
keenly In their time of trouble, so the 
rich will suffer most keenly in the time 
of trouble now near. Thank God, how- 
ever, that these woes, both upon the 
Jews and upon Christendom today, are 
not woes of eternal torment! 


Compensations In Nature. 


Who has not been struck with Na- 


ture's compensations? The rich, the 
learned, the favored, have trials and 
difficulties, perplexities, cares, doubts 
and fears, which the poor, the unlearn- 
ed, know nothing about. The clerk, 
the mechanic and the laborer may fin- 
ish their toil under certain hours and 
be care free, while the employer often 
faces perplexing problems which hin- 
der sleep and undermine health. 


In matters of grace the same rule to 


some extent, prevails. The rich have 
more on which to set their hearts, 
more to occupy their time, more to cul- 
tivate self-will, more opportunity for 
self-gratification, more riches for which 
to be responsible, more education by 
which, under present conditions, errors 
are more likely to be gained than truth. 
The rich In influence hs-ve more to di- 
vert them and to cultivate their pride. 
The naturally noble, contrasting them- 
selves with their inferior neighbors, 
are Inclined to resent the idea that 
they are sinners, and as much depend- 
ent upon the Lord's grace as the hum- 
blest and the meanest of their fellows. 


No Partiality With God. 


We are not to understand that God 


Is partial to the poor, the mean, the 
illiterate, the Ignoble. The Scriptures 
assure us that God is impartial. All 
other conditions being equal, riches, 
honor, nobility of character, would 
make the possessors more esteemed In 
God's sight. But other conditions are 
not equal. During this Age God is 
choosing a special class. 
He puts 


faith first, then meekness, gentleness, 
patience, brotherly kindness and love, 
in their order. 


Apparently the life experiences of 


the poor and ignoble are as favorable, 
or more so, than the conditions of the 
rich nnd the talented. All of their ex- 
periences tend to develop faith, while 


of the rich tend rather to de-

experience* of the poor and Ignorant 
tend to develop neekn«M. teachable- 
ness, whereas the experiences of the 
learned tend naturally toward •elf-con- 
ceit The experiences of the great In 
dealing with subordinates tend to be- 
fet 
arrogance 
and 
self-assurance; 


whereas if they become disciples of 
Christ, those qualities are serious hand- 
icaps and interferences. Thus we see 
why not many rich, wise, great and 
noble are amongst those upon whom 
the Gospel Message takes serious ef- 
fect. 
Not only have the poor many 


advantages In respect to bearing and 
obtaining the Gospel Message; but 
their being more numerous than the 
rich would be another reason why they 
would predominate among the Lord's 
elect class. 


Not All Peer Ar« Blessed. 


Our text, however, does not refer to 


poor people in general, but to a special 
class of poor. "Blessed b» y« poor: 
for yours is the Kingdom of God." 
Some poor, instead of being drawn to 
God by their poverty, cultivate a spir- 
it of anger, malice, hatred, strife, and 
are thus not only embittered in spirit 
but have tbelr faces turned in the op- 
posite direction from the one in which 
God's blessings come. Alas, bow true 
this la today! 


The class described by Jesus as "ye 


poor" Is composed of those who are 
hungering after righteousness, and 
who have approached the Fountain of 
Blessing, the Almighty, and have been 
received as children of God. The poor 
Include all of God's people, whether 
or not poor as respects earthly goods, 
earthly honor, fame, etc. 
Whatever 


earthly blessings they may have had, 
they gave up, sacrificed, thnt they 
might thereby become heirs of God. 
joint-heirs with Jesus Christ. Of the 
Redeemer it Is written, "He was rich, 
yet for your sakes He became poor." 
As the Master made a full surrender 
of His will and talents, and all, so also 
must all who, hearing the Master's 
voice, become His disciples, or foot- 
step followers.—2 Cor. 8:9; Matt lp:24. 


This does not mean that the Lord's 


people must of necessity throw away 
or give away their property and be- 
come penniless. It does mean, how- 
ever, that whatever property they once 
called their own, by the terms of their 
consecration became the Lord's prop- 
erty, and they merely His stewards in 
the administration of that property 
and the use of It in harmony with the 
Lord's will. 


Neither does this mean that if they 


had riches of learning, they must ig- 
nore their knowledge, and speak and 
act ignorontly. 
It means, however, 


that their learning is no longer theirs, 
but the Lord's. It is no longer to be 
uned for self-gratification, self-honor, 
self-praise, but to be used in the serv- 
ice or their Redeemer, to show form 
His praises, no matter how unpopular 
His cause In the sight of men—no mat- 
ter how foolish it may cause them to 
appear In the eyes of those who art 
'oiinded to the Lord's arrangements. 


This poverty and sacrifice does not. 


mean the giving up of noble senti- 
ments and high Ideals; but it means 
the bringing of these Ideals, etc., into 
the Lord's service, for the support and 
advancement of His Message of Tmth, 
for the blessing of mankind along the 
lines which Vis Word indicates. 


This sacrifice*, or surrender, does not 


mean that honor of men will be dises- 
teemed thereafter; for it will always 
be true that "a good name Is rather to 
be chosen than great riches." It means 
that worldly reputation will be held 
secondary to the Lord, the Truth, and 
service for the Lord's cause, so that 
whatever honor of men they may pos- 
sess will be turned as wisely and as 
prudently as possible into the channels 
which will glorify the- Lord and honor 
His Message, regardless of the fact 
that so using it will gradually consume 
it; for the world knows not the follow- 
ers of Jesus, even as it knew Him not, 
and appreciates not the true honor 
which cometb from Above, but merely 
the honor which is of men. 
Worldly Wisdom V*. He»venly Wis- 


dom. 


The Scriptures distinctly point out 


that there are two kinds of wisdom, 
radically opposed to each other—the 
earthly wisdom and the Heavenly Wis- 
dom. 
The wisdom of this world is 


foolishness with God, and the Wisdom 
of God is foolishness with this world. 
This means that there are two differ- 
ent ways of viewing nearly everything. 
The world's viewpoint Ignores the fu- 
ture beyond the grave, lives for the 
present, thinks for the present, strives 
for the present. The Heavenly Wis- 
dom looks chiefly beyond the grave, 
for thnt eternal condition which God 
declares may be attained by all obe- 
dient to Him. From this viewpoint 
the things of the present are tempo- 
rary, transitory, flckle. uncertain. In 
comparison with the future blessings 
St. Paul declares of these that they are 
not worthy to be compared with the 
future glory to be revealed in the 
Lord's people.—Romans 8:18. 


Those who follow the earthly wis- 


dom are subject to the fralttiea and 
Imperfections of the human mind with 
which they were born—born in sin. 
misshapen in iniquity. "In sin did my 
mother conceive me." More than this, 
they are to a large degree susceptible

Meantime, many in the world are 


considerably swayed by the spirit of 
Satau—anger, malice, hatred, envy, 
strife. When circumstances are favora- 
ble, these evil qualities are not brought 
into activity; but under other circum- 
stances, no evil work is too vile, if It 
will minister to their selfish propensi- 
ties. Thus today we see people not 
naturally bad. in the sense of prefer- 
ring evil to good, but deluded and with- 
out Divine guidance, and thus ready to 
do anything and everything, under 
stress of necessity, for the mainte 
nonce of the present order of things. 
Not knowing of God's Plan, and not 
having the Wisdom from on High, they 
are not waiting for Messiah's King- 
dom, but are bent upon attaining their 
own ends, in harmony with their own 
theories. 


According to the Bible testimony, 


these are the ones who are about to 
bring upon the world the great time of 
trouble, tbe like of which nevor was 
sinre there was a nation. (Daniel 12:1.) 
In that great time of trouble tbe world- 
ly rich will have fulfilled upon them 
our Lord's words in our text, in accord 
also with the words of St. James, "Go 
to now, ye rich men, weep and howl 
for your miseries that shall come upon 
you."
